SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


The school year just closed has been one of prosperity, inasmuch as 
‘the teachers have been generally successful, and the pupils faithful, 
earnest and obedient. 

Contrary to our usual custom we shall not make a report by schools 
but content ourselves with as accurate and faithful a description of 
their general condition as possible, giving especial importance to their 
needs rather than their excellencies, believing that we more nearly fulfill 
our duty when we point out a way for improvement than when we 
‘simply present a summary of their present standing. 

At the beginning of the summer schools we adopted the following 
course of study for all classes above the primary grade, making it gen- 
‘eral in all the schools as far as practicable:

During the year we have made considerable progress in classifying, _ 
after the above course of study, and fully believe that we. can reduce . 
the number of classes at least one fourth at the close of another school 
year by following the plan we have adopted. By this method, not only 
is a greater amount of time given to each recitation, but the pupils 
have a plan of work mapped out for them and know just what is ex-- 
pected and required of them. 

The methods and results of instruction practiced the past year have 
been quite as good as in other years, and in most of the schools ad- 
vancement has been steady and uniform in all the branches taught. 

The attendance is not as good as it should be, the registers showing 
an average of only 118, out of 154, the entire number of pupils. Last 
year the average was 121.68 out of 156 pupils registered, bringing the - 
per centage about the same, but too low for the best interests of the 


schools. Parents should see to it that their children are at school — 
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every day if they expect the highest results from both school officers 
and teachers, and if we could see the percentage of attendance raised 
from 94 to 98 percent.,there would be a vast gain in the rank of scholar- 
ship as well. The schools at the county, center, primary, and East 
Village show the best attendance. 

In general appearance, orderly recitations, quiet and scholarly de- 
portment, the Derry Hill and grammar schools stand first. 

In some of the schools, singing has been practiced and always with 
pleasing results. Drawing has been taught to some extent in the 
grammar, Derry Hill and South village schools and our only regret is 
that it cannot be made general in every school. Wherever practiced 
it has beena most useful and interesting study with a promise of 
permanent good to the pupils undertaking it. Oral methods have been 
in use to some extent by all the teachers, but in schools largely prima- 
ry it has not been made the essential feature that in ought in all cases. 

Calisthenics have generally been left for recess and noon-time drill, 
where in many cases, a proper amount of physical exercise for five 

minutes, with open doors and windows, would stop many a headache 
and clear away the cobwebs from many a tired brain. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 

We were fortunate in securing the services of Miss Dole for this 
school another year, and the result has fully equaled our most sanguine 
expectations. 

The school has been, in its practical features, a high school, where all 
the advanced pupils in town could have an opportunity of entering 
classes in the higher studies in English and Latin with nearly as good 
chances as would be furnished by any regular high school, and at a 
very trifling expense. During the year, classes have been formed in 
rhetoric, physics, civil government, geometry and Latin besides the 
regular classes in advanced arithmetic, algebra and composition which 
are common in other schools. 

A number of the more advanced pupils from different sections of the 
town have availed themselves of the advantages here offered and have 
thus aided the school by their presence and saved to themselves the 
no small expense of an attendance at a high school elsewhere. 

The drill and experience given the pupils in composition, debate,. 
and allthe attendant accessories of a well conducted lyceum club have: 
been another feature of this school whose practical results willin some 
cases, exceed those of the recitation room. In all respects the school 
has been highly prospered and successful and only the future can tell 
the outgrowth of all the germs of thought, study and practical work 
here given. 


U 
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We dwell upon this feature of our school system since it has been 
the unanimous opinion of the school board since its formation that the 
best good of the town required one school to be held of a high grade, 
and we feel more than ever that the plan adopted by the first school 
board should receive the hearty approval of any and every succeeding 
board, since the results already shown are the best possible proof of 
their wisdom. 

SCHOOL HOUSES. 


All the houses now in use for school purposes in town, are in fairly 
good condition, yet there are certain repairs needed each year, both as 
a matter of prudence and economy. 

During the year just closed we have newly plastered portions of the 
school-rooms at the Center and South Village, extended the chimney 
from the ceiling to the floor in the grammar school room, thus securing — 
good stove draft and freedom from smoke for the first time since the 
room was occupied, repapered both grammar and primary rooms by 
donation of labor from interested parents and citizens, and made minor 
repairs upon nearly all the other houses. 

The East Village school house needs painting both outside and inside, 
the one at the Center should be painted on the outside, and the under- 
pinning of the South Village house needs careful inspection and re- 
pairs. 

In the Derry Hill and Slader districts there are repairs needed upon 
both ceiling and windows, and new paper upon the walls... If the above 
mentioned repairs are made the coming year, our school houses will 
need but little expense to keep them in good condition for several 
years to come. ‘ 

TEXT BOOKS. 


At the last annual town meeting it was voted that the pupils of the 
town should be furnished with free text-books, and the school board 
accordingly made the following regulations therefor : 

‘‘Pupils requiring new text books will be furnished by the superin- 
tendent. All books furnished free to pupils must be covered with 
cloth, and kept neat and clean. Any damage to books, other than wear 
of actual use, must be paid for by the pupils. Books can be taken 
home by the pupils during vacation, only with the consent of the super- 
intendent”. 

The superintendent has taken the entire charge of the text books, 
requiring each teacher to keep a complete list of all the books furnish- 
ed and the names of pupils using them, and to see that none were lost 
-or destroyed. 
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While the care of the text books has greatly increased the duties of 
your superintendent, it has well repaid all extra work and expense in 
the greater ease with which a perfect unformity of books has been 
maintained, and the fact that every pupil has had all the books needed, 
while under the former custom one book would frequently be expected 
to meet the requirements of two or three pupils in the same family. 

The entire expense for books the past year has been only $131.50, 
and there are now belonging to the town 255 school text books as fol- 
lows: :

It was decided by the school board to furnish only text books in 
English, and to make the expense to the townas low as possible, 
second hand books, that were in good condition, have been purchased 
at half rates in many cases. In the opinion of the school board an 
appropriation of from $50 to $75 per annum will furnish all the text 
books needed in the future, with careful and economical supervision 
of the same. 


TEACHERS. 


It has been our aim to secure the best teachers possible with the 
means at our command, and while the general result has been highly 
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satisfactory in some instances, we have hardly been content with the 
result. 

The great want among our teachers is an ignorance of modern meth- 
ods of instruction and a lack of enthusiasm in their work. The girl 
who desires to teach school as soon as she has been through her arith- 
metic, can tell the different parts*of speech in grammar and has had 
two terms in algebra, simply because she thinks it more genteel to earn 
two or three dollars a week in this way than by doing general house- 
work, is not only attempting a foolish but a sinful thing. 


To train the young mind rightly is one of the most important and - 


responsible positions in the world, and the engineer who carelessly 
and ignorantly disregards the signals and hurls his train against 
another on the same track, is no more guilty of crime than the care- 
less and ignorant teacher who teaches only for money, simply asks 
the questions in the text-books and gets through her school in 
the easiest way possible. 

Teachers, it is a serious, weighty and difficult task you have under- 
taken! Upon your good judgment and wise counsel, your earnestness 
and devotion, may depend the entire success or failure in life of more 
than one human being. Dare you take the risk without special prepara- 
tion for the work? Many useless, and no doubt some criminal mem- 
bers of society have become so because their teachers were mere hire- 
lings and never stimulated their intellectual or moral faculties to do the 
work God intended for them in this world. | 

Our advice to all girls and boys, who think of becoming school teach- 
ers is this—Don’t attempt it unless your purpose is a noble one, unless 
you feel you have the power within you to do the work for the work’s 
sake, unless you are determined to succeed and are willing to accept 
and adopt every advantage by which you can better fit yourself for 
your chosen vocation.
